Israeli gunners pound Tyre 


SIDQN, Aug. 15 (Agencies) — 
The cycle of violence in Southern 
Lebanon intensified Wednesday. 
Witnesses said Israeli border gun- 
ners were shelling the port city of 
Tyre, and Israel radio reported 
two bombings in the Jewish state. 

Telephone operators in Tyre, 
said the border gunners were shel- 
ling Tyre and the adjacent hamlets 
of Ras el Ain and Boigboliyeh. 

“Shells have just fallen in the 
fishermen’s quarter (in ’lyre),” a 
Sidon operator quoted his Tyre 
counterpart as saying. “People are 
scrambling into their basements 
for shelter. Others are fleeing to 
Sidon.” 


A Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization spokesman said Israeli

Israeli consulate closings 
‘not linked ’ to Bonn gance 


BONN, Aug. 15 (R) — An Israeli embassy official Wednesday 
denied press reports here that deteriorating relations -with West 
Germany had led to the closure of two Israeli consulates in this 
country. 

Uriel Eylat said Israel had dosed down its consulates in Hamburg 
and Munich a year ago for cost reasons. It is “ nonsense” to suggest it 
was because of a cooling-off in relations between the countries. 

In West Berlin, liberal (Fine Democrat) politicians sharply criti- 
cized the party’s foreign affairs expert Jueigen MoeHemann for 
adverse comments be made recently in Beirut abontlsraeliattacks on 
Palestinian bases in Lebanon. 

Moeilemenn’s meeting with Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat has 
added to tensions between the two countries. 

Senators Wolfgang Lueder and Gerhard Meyer said in a statement 
that Moellemann's comments in Beirut were one-sided and made no 
reference to “ terror acts ” by the Palestine Liberation Organization.

India accuses Pakistan 
of building nuclear bomb 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 15 (AP) — 
Prime Minister Charan Singh on 
Wednesday accused Pakistan of 
trying to make the atomic bomb 
and warned that if it continues 
India will reconsider its policy 
renouncing nudear weapons. 

“If Pakistan continues in its 
efforts to make the bomb, and 
continues to collect material for it, 
we shall have to reconsider our 
earlier view,” Singh told a cheer- 
ing independence day rallyiy. 

Pakistan has steadily denied 
tha t h is using nudear power for 
anything other than peaceful pur- 
poses, a denial repeated again this 
week by a senior government 

minister. 

The Pakistani government has 
said its nudear program is devoted 
to producing energy, and it has 
said it will not start an arms race 
on the Indian subcontinent. 

Singh became India's fifth 
prime minister last month. 

Speaking from the ramparts of 
the 300-year-old Red .Fort, built

The guerrillas, who want inde- 
pendence for the whole territory, 
have vowed to carry the war deep 
into Morocco as well as in the 
Western Sahara where fighting is 
in its fourth year. 

In the fiercest fighting so far, a 
total of more than 500 guerrillas 
and Moroccan troops were killed 
during a six-hour desert battle at 
the weekend, according to a gov- 
ernment communique in Rabat 

The escalation follows 
Mauritania’s derision to withdraw 
from Tins el Gharbia, the south- 
ernmost sector of the disputed ter- 
ritory. 

Tins el Gharbia, now renamed 
by Morocco as Oued Addahab, is 
mainly featureless desert with no 
known economic resources. It 
covers about 90,000 square 
kilometers and has an estimated 
population of only 20,000 people, 
mostly nomads. 

King Hassan II of Morocco 
formally declared the area a 
Moroccan province at a ceremony 
Tuesday when he accepted 
allegiance from tribal leaders of 
the region who were flown to 
Rabat 

Mauritania abandoned its claim 
to the southern third of the territ- 
ory after signing a peace treaty 
with the Polisario guerrillas 11 
days ago. The Western Sahara was 
ceded by Spain to Morocco and 
Mauritania in 1975. 

The Mauritanian decision left 
Morocco to bear alone the. full 
brunt of the Algerian- backed 
Polisario Front* s battle for inde- 
pendence. - 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 15 (Agen- 
cies) — Israel Wednesday claimed 
that a meeting between U.S. 
United Nations Ambassador 
Andrew Young and a Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
official was “a breach” of the 
Egypt-Israei peace treaty. 

Speaking to reporters before 
leaving for a visit to the United 
States Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigael Yadin said the New York 
meeting three weeks ago has viol- 
ated the Camp David peace 
accords. 

“1 must say openly that in fact a 
part on the peace treaty has been 
erased,” he added. 

The United States played a 
major role in engineering the tre- 
aty' and the continuing negotia- 
tions it brought about for self-rule 
for Palestinians in foe occupied 
Israeli territories. 

Special U.S. Middle East 
negotiator Robert Strauss was 
also due to leave Washington 
Thursday for a visit to Israel and 
Egypt. 

Yadin said Young's meeting 
with the PLO representative was 
viewed by Israel as “an absolute 
diversion from its former policy 
line.” He added that recent U.S. 
policy towards Arab countries 
also indicated a shift in favor of 
states who are strenuously 
opposed to the peace treaty. 

The English-language daily 
Jerusalem Post said Wednesday 
that Youngs meeting was not the 
only contact recently between 
U.S. and Palestinian officials. 

The newspaper, in a report from 
Washington, said the U.S. ambas- 
sador to Austria, Milton Wolf, 
held a lengthy meeting with Issam 
Sartawi, a high PLO official, in 
Vienna before the meeting there 
last month between Chancellor 
Bruno Kreisky and PLO leader 
Yasser Arafat.

Turkey, PLO set terms 
for new Ankara mission 


ANKARA, Aug. 15( Agencies) 
— Turkey and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization on Wednes- 
day signed an agreement on the 
status of a PLO office to be 
opened here. 

The protocol, signed between 
foreign Minister Gunduz Okcun 
and Faro ok Khaddoumi, director 
of the PLO' s political, calls for the 
establishment of a PLO office staf- 
fed by a mission chief and five 
officers. The chief of mission and 
two of his staff are to be accorded 
full diplomatic status. 

The protocol calls for a “ just, 
durable and comprehensive solu- 
tion" to the Middle East ques- 
tion. “ This can only be realized 
with the recognition of all the 
legitimate rights of the Pales tinian 
people, including the right of 
statehood, ” it says. 

Okcun said Turkey’ s embassy in 
Beirut would represent Turkey in 
hs relations with the PLO. 

Khaddoumi said the pact rep- 
resented a new step in Turkeys 
political, .economic, cultural and 
social cooperation and relations 
with the Arab countries. 

Kaddoumi told reporters he did 
not know when the mission would 
be opened nor did he reveal its 
location. 


The agreement appears to give 
the PLO about foe same diploma- 
tic status in Ankara as Israel, 
which has adelegatioriheaded by 
charge d’affaires. 

After signing the accord Wed- 
nesday Okcun. wished the PLO 
“ every success in their just strug- 
gle for an independent Palestinian 
state. ” 


Kaddoumi replied that the gov- 
ernment of Premier Bulent Ecevit 
had made a “ timely and courage- 
ous decision ” and said he hoped it 
would enhance Tnrlrish-Arah- 
relations. 


TEHRAN, Aug. 15 (R) — 
Syrian Foreign minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam Wednesday cal- 
led on Iran's unofficial head of 
state, Ayatollah Khomeini, with a 
message from President Hafez 
Assad, state radio said.

He called on Muslim countries 
to set aside their differences and 
unite and called on nations to treat 
despotic regimes as Iranians had 
treated the Shah. 

A high religious holiday Wed- 
nesday brought relative calm to 
Tehran, as Iranians mourned the 
death of their first shiite muslim 
leader, Hazgate Alim the 7th cen- 
tury.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15 (AP) — The Soviet

U.S. intelligence sources said the tanks were 
moved into central Syria, far back from any possible 
confrontation with Israeli forces. 

An estimated 150 to 200 Syrian technicians 
already have been trained in Moscow to maintain 
the T-72s,' said the sources, who asked not to be 
named. 

Syria is one of the p rinci pal confrontation states 


bordering Israel, and has led the political attack on 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for making peace 
with the Israelis.

The ELF-RC is one the two 
mljor organizations T gritting for 
the independence of Eritrea, 
Strategic province of crucial, 
importance to the balance of 
power in the Horn of Africa 
i Eritrea has a 1,000 kilometer (600 


miles) coastline with the Red Sea. 

Carrying the war into Ethiopia 
would be a major turning point in 
the guerrillas’ 18-year fight for 
independence from Ethiopia. So 
far, the guerrillas have preferred 
to meet Ethiopia’s troops on Erit- 
rean ground. 

The Soviet-backed military rut 
ers in Addis Ababa last year 
launched a massive offensive 
which drove the secessionists out 
of a string of Eritrean cities and 
bank into the wild mountains an d 
rolling, sun-scorched savannahs of 
the province.

A mob including Pakistanis 
demanding repatriation burned at 
least two buses and some private 
vehicles in Karachi Tuesday, mar- 
ring celebrations of Pakistan's 
32nd independence day. 

The arrest of the movement's 
l e aders by Bangladeshi authorities 
and the increased border patrols 
by Indian paramilitary police 
seemed to have thwarted the Mus- 
lims' plans. 

Lidia’s Border Security Force 
Deputy Director Hargobind 
Bhatnagar told reporters no mar- 
chers had crossed the border but 
the increased guard would be kept 
up for a number of days. 

The official news agency quoted 
officials as saying some marchers 
had gathered at the border town of 
Saidpur but later began returning 
to their camps and a BSS official in 
Dinajpur. northern Bangladesh, 
said about 30.000 non-Bengalis 
there had also dispersed.

Rebels

NEW DELHI. Aug. 15 ( AP) —

The town itself was reduced to a 
virtual heap of mud. 

Gujarat chief Minister Babub- 
tai Patel said the dam burst was 
caused by the state's heaviest rains 
in 10 years. 

Local political leaders said the 
death toll could reach 15,000. 
Rescue workers are till digging 
through the mud for bodies. 

Patel said a siren warning had 
been given the night before the 
dam burst. 

But the warnings could not be 
continued later because the power 
failed. 

State officials said 500 bodies 
had been recovered by Tuesday 
and these were being cremated, 
according to Hindu tradition. 

But a macabre dispute flared 
between volunteer rescue workers 
and police over the pace of body 
disposal. 

The volunteers wanted to carry 
out swift mass cremations to pre- 
vent disease but police insisted on 
completing the legal procedures 
on each body before handing it 
over for disposal. 

One press photographer who 
visited Morvi said “wherever you 
put your foot in the mud you st rike 
a body." 

Helicopters dropped food to 
people marooned by floodwaters 
in villages near Morvi. which had a 
population of 70,000.

Mission commander Vladimir 
Lyakhov, 38, and engineer Valery 
Ryumin, 39, began the lengthy 
operation of switching off the sta- 
tion’s systems over a week ago, 
and official reports said they were 
preparing to return to earth after 
, almost six months in orbit. 

Soviet space chiefs do not 
announce details of their plans, 
but Western experts believed the 
pair might make the return flight 
aboard' their Soyuz-34 descent 
module soon, after Moscow Radio 
reported their final medical 
checks. 

But apart from a routine prog- 
ress report by Tass there was no 
word of the cosmonauts’ return 24 
hours later — an indication that it 
is set for later this week. 

There was no explanation for 
the apparent delay. 

Lyakhov and Ryumin, who 
celebrates his 40th birthday on 
Thursday, blasted off from Soviet 
Central Asia Feb. 25. 

The pair broke the record for 
space endurance a month ago 
when they passed the 139-day 
mark reached By two of their col- 
leagues aboard Salyut last 
November. 

Unlike the two previous 
marathon missions to the 19-ton 
station, Lyakhov and Ryumin 
have not had visits by other Soyuz 


crews. 

Two missions by two-man 
Soyuz craft were called off 
because of problems with a rocket 
motor. 

Soviet space chiefs have ack- 
nowledged that the pair have 
come under considerable extra 
strain because of the prolonged 
isolation.

Three Mile Island builder 
argues for nuclear power 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 15 
(AP) — The chief executive of the 
builder of the nuclear reactors at 
Three Mile Island in Pennsylvania 
said Tuesday that the United 
States is slipping behind in nuclear 
technology. 

James Cunningham told share- 
holders at the annual meeting of L 
Ray McDermott and Co. that 
despite the March 28 acci- 
dent in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, 
the country must continue its 
atomic power research programs. 

“ America is slipping farther and 
farther behind in nuclear technol- 
ogy,” Cunningham said. He also 
charged “there is a lack of energy 
leadership in the United States." 

McDermott’s Babcock and 
Wilcox unit built the damaged 
reactor as well as one that was 
unharmed in the accident at Three 
Mile Island. 

Nuclear power systems account 
for 14 per cent of McDermott' s $ 
3.1 bilUon annual revenue.

Guinea leader’s U.S. trip successful 


• NEW YORK, Aug. 15 [ AP) — 
President Ahmed Sekou Toure of 
Guinea ended a week-long private 
tour of the United States on Tues- 
day with warm praise for his 
reception and future relations 
between Ms country and the 
United States. 

The 58-year-old leader, an his- 
toric figure in Africa for his break- 
through declaration of indepen- 
dence from the French 21 years 
ago, ended his stay in New York 
after coast- to-coast visits with 
political and business leaders. 

“ We wish to assure you 
categorically of our determination 
to cooperate with -the United 
States extensively and in a lasting 


way, ’’ he told a group of some 200 
at the African-American Institute 
here. 

Relations between Guinea and 
the United States had been shaky 
for years as Sekou Toure- courted 
Soviet assistance. But recently, 
relations with Washington have 
improved, reaching a zenith with 
Sekou Toure’s American visit, his 
first in 15 years. 

While in Washington last week, 
he met at the White House for 
more than an hour with President 
Carter, Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance and others. Both sides 
affirmed a commitment to streng- 
thened cooperation. 

A primary reason for Sekou 


Toure' s trip, which was not an 
official state visit, was to encour- 
age more American investment in 
Guinea. 

He said on many occasions that 
he was particularly impressed with 
what fee regarded to be a vast 
improvement in black-white rela- 
tions, noting that the mayors of 
Washington, and Los Angeles are 
blacks. 

Sekou Toure arrived in New 
York Monday afternoon and 
dined with the Ambassador to the 
United Nations, Andrew, Youne.

Romanian President Nicolae

Babies allegedly tortured 
by S. American regimes

tina, Chile , Uruguay, and Para- 
guay- 

Some are believed to have been . 
tortured and murdered, but there 
is hope many axe stm alive and a 
search is being mounted to look 
for the children, the group said. . 

In a press conference, the cardi- 
nal of Sao Paulo, Paulo Evaristo 
Artis, said a three-year-old boy, 
Toto Landi, was one of five 
Argentines and two Uruguayans 
abducted recently in Paraguay. 

Arns, who has actively 
defen d ed h uman rights in Latin 
America, said be received foe 
information in a phone call from 
near foe Bxazil-Paraguay border 
with a request to pass on foe 
details to “oar friends in Para- 
guay.”

Refugees reportedly face 
squalor in remote islands 


SINGAPORE, Aug. 15 (AF) 
— Life in the Anambas Islands 
means little food, sometimes no 
water and the crudest of shelters 
for some of foe Vietnamese 
refugees who have drifted there, 
says an American involved in 
relief work. 

The refugees are relatively com- 
fortable now, however, compared 
to what may happen when the 
monsoon season hits this year. 

He says many refugees may be 
killed if they remain on tiny, low- 
lying islands during the monsoon 
season. 

Mooneyham, president of 
World Vision International, 
returned to Singapore aboard the 
relief vessel Seaswtep Tuesday 
after carrying 12 tons of food, 
medicine and other supplies to the 
remote Indonesian islands. 

Mooneyham said the 
Indonesian government is frying 
hard to help the 26,000 refugees 
in the Island, but faces formidable 
obstacles. 

“Tanjong Pinang, the adminis- 


trative center is about 153 miles 
from foe Anambas Islands. There 
are no deep water ports. The 
water is shallow, and only small 
wooden Sampans can be used,” 
Mooneyham said. “The 
Indonesian government lacks 
money and boats.” 

Mooneyham estimated there 
are 12 to 15 camps, ranging from 
63 refugees on one island to 
11,000 on another. They live in 
caves and even under boulders if 
they have not been able to build 
thatched huts, he said. 

On mountainous Siantan 
Island, Mooneyham said 3,500 
refugees were living like “ ants” in 
crowded conditions, with two 
small streams to provide water. 
On Berhala Island, 1,700 refugees 
have no water at all, but row to 
another island for suplies daily. 

“Many refugees suffer from 
malnutrition and malaria,” he 
said, adding that thesMsweej’ 
doctors and nurses treated 316 
Indonesians and refugees during 
their one-week visit 


Pol Pot rebels claim victory 

ASEAN Cambodia huddle seen 


KUALA LUMPUR, Aug. 15 
( AP) — Several Asian and West- 
ern nations are quite ly pursuing ihe 
possibility of an international con- 
ference to mobilize relief for starv- 
ing Com bodia, diplomats said here 
Wednesday. 

They expect the foreign minis- 
ters of the Association of South- 
east Asian Nations to discuss the 
possibility of a conference when 
they meet here Thursday. 

’ASEAN’s members — Thai- 
land, Malaysia, Singapore, 
Indonesia and the Philippines — 
fear another wave of refugees if 
Cambodia's food shortage are not 
eared quickly, the diplomats said 
the Malaysian foreign minister is 
expected to visit Hanoi in the next 
few weeks and he may raise the 
possibility of a conference with the 
Vietnamese, they said. 

In 1970 the population of Cam- 
bodia was estimated at about 
seven million; it is now believed to 
be about four or five million 
because of the murders attributed 
to the Pol Pot regime, the current 
war and the exodus of refugees, 


they said. 

Crops have been burned in the 
fighting between Pol Pot loyalists 
and the Vietnamese and Phnom 
Penh forces. Planting has stopped, 
and there is an acute shortage of 
food. 
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The sources estimate that as 
many as two million Cambodians 
may starve to death in the next few 
months unless food is provided. 

The sources indicated that the 
United States is not among the 
Western nations seeking to con- 


vene foe conference. 

Meanwhile, Pol Pot’s forces claimed 
they have “ liberated” two villages 
in a key province and killed 302 
Vietnamese in recent fighting, foe 
Voice of Democratic Kampuchea 
said Wednesday. 

The guerrillas and Cambodians 
at Sombo District of Kratie Pro- 
vince then - continued to attack 
Vietnamese-led forces, the broad- 
cast monitored here said. 

The broadcast said the fighting 
was concentrated in northeastern 
provinces of Retanakiri, Mondul- 
kxri and Kratie where the Thai 
military believed that Pol Pot 
troops were attempting to cut 
supply routes from Vietnam. 

Pol Pot forces claimed Tuesday 
that Vietnam had sent fresh rein- 
forcement into several key pro- 
vinces to prepare for a new major 
offensive. But Thai military 
sources said they had received no 
report of Vietnamese frcah rein- 
forcement into Cambodia, 
although they confirmed that 
there was a major movement of 
Vietnamese forces in Cambodia. 
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THE NECESSARY MOVE 


One thing is clear in all the uncertainties that surround the 
situation in the Middle East: It is that the ball is still firmly in 
America" s court. The hopes which the Arabs as a whole, the Palesti- 
nians among them, have expressed for a change in America's position 
on the Middle East conflict have to be treated seriously. America's 
required move has ro be within the rules of the game. There is a 
danger that these hopes are taken by others as signs of weakness on 
the Arab side, rather than proof of sincere desire for a just peace in 
the area and general security for the international community. 

The problem is that the American administration appears not to 
realize the crucial responsibility placed upon its shoulders at present, 
a responsibility not merely towards the Arabs or peace in the area, 
but towards American and international interests there too. Presi- 
dent Carter is now in a unique position to resolve the issue in the 
Middle East, a position no American President before enjoyed. Yet 
nothing comes from Washington but prevarications!, contradictions, 
false starts. 

The Arab side has given President Carter one chance after 
another, has been prepared to forget many a lapse, has been more 
than helpful when internal difficulties appeared to threaten him. All 
to no avail. 

This, as yet has caused no hardening of the Arab stance, in fact, 
quite the reverse. The PLO has now joined the Arab states which 
seek to establish friendly relations with the United States, as Yasser 
Arafat made dear in his recent interview with the Washington Star. In 
that interview he also declared his readiness to send a high level 
delegation to the United States whenever the latter wished to start 
negotiating. 

In the recent meeting of the Palestinian Central Council there was 
a definite shift towards a more moderate stand, one which even the 
hitherto hardline organizations accepted. All this to prove the seri- 
ousness of the Palestinians about finding a solution for the Middle 
East crisis, and to facilitate a commensurate American shift towards 
a more equitable stand towards them. 

Carter must be aware of the crucial role played by the Arab oil 
producing countries in preparing the way for an atmosphere favor- 
able to an American- Palestinian- Arab dialogue. He must equally be 
aware of the embarrassing position he will be placing them in if he 
disappoints such hopes, and concedes to Zionist pressures currently 
applied on him. 

As to the conditions President Carter has made for negotiating 
with the PLO, all that can be said about them is that they lack both 
rationality and justice. The demand that they should first recognize 
Israel and UN. Resolution 242 means in effect that they would 
sun-ender all their bargaining chips before the game starts. Yasser 
Arafat has pointed this out when he refused to answer a question 
from the Washington Star reporter regarding recognition of Israel. 
He said that it would be most unfair to demand that be show his hand 
fully at such an early stage. 

This is something the American administration understands very 
well. American insistence on such conditions can only mean an 
attempt to shift responsibility for the failure of all peace efforts onto 
the Arab side. It is Israel, the illegal occupying power of Arab lands, 
which must be pressured first to concede its misdeeds, not the home- 
less Palestinians. Instead, the current official trend in the United 
States is towards more assurances to Israel, more promises of support 
and declarations of friendship. All for the sake of Zionist pressure 
groups in the United States. 

Things being now the way they are, Begin’s representative to 
America, Yigal Yadin, can look forward to a successful visit. He can 
hope, after all the speculation the American administration allowed 
about its initiative for a truly “comprehensive settlement,” for a 
“new page” in American-Israeli relations. He can expect America’s 
crucial help in scuttling the proposed amendment for UKResoiution 
242, due to come before die Security Council meeting on August 
23rd. 

Will the Arabs stand impassively in such an eventuality? Will they 
forego the available means of counter-pressure, die oil weapon 
among them? President Carter must know, with the Presidential 
election being so near, that the weapon can play a major part in 
deciding his foie, unless he is ready to recognize what can no longer 
be denied, the right of the Palestinians to full self-determination. He 
must also realize that he has already lost the Jewish vote in the United 
States, whatever be might choose to do now. 

Threats of using oil as means of pressure, the Arabs are well aware, 
are not to be made lightly. Yet what choice will they have left if 
President Carter chooses to forget his promises almost as soon as he 
makes them? How else can they remind him that they too, and not 
only the Israelis, have important cards in their hands?

When President Richard Nixon determined in 
early February 1973 that the U.S. dollar had to be 
devalued for die second time in 14 months, he sent 
his then Under Secretary of Treasury, Paul A. Voir 
cker, on a secret mission. Volcker, who had played a 
key role since 1969 series of gold and dollar crises, 
tucked his 6 ft. 7-in. frame and everpresent cigar 
into an Air Force plane and headed for Tokyo, then 
Bonn. - . 

In the West German capital, his gangling frame 
almost blew his cover, when a German reporter 
spotted him. 

Later, with the dollar deal in his pocket, Volcker 
telephoned the details to Treasury Secretary 
George Schultz. Nixon announced it Feb. 12,1973, 
and a new era of 'fluctuating exchange: rates was 
formally launched. 

But the hopes that volcker and others then had 
that the leading nations of the world could work 
themselves back to a greater sense of monetary 
stability have never been fulfilled. Primary reasons 
being world-wide inflation and recessions that have 
followed. 

Now, as Volcker moves from the preside acy of the 
New York Federal Reserve Bank (at $110,000 a 
year) to the chairmanship of the entire Federal 
Reserve system (at $57,500 a year) he will once 
again have to oonfronc a tense international monet- 
ary situation, the key element of which is a weaker 
dollar. 

In a sense, there is a crisis of confidence in the 
Carter administration’s erratic behavior — one that 
Volcker* s mere appointment may do much to sub- 
due. In fact his appointment alone was enough to 
halt some of the dollar’s slide. 

Most financial specialists agree that Volcker is 
uniquely qualified for the job, although one former 
Federal Reserve chairman frequently referred to 
him as “just a technician ” In some ways, Volcker' s 
promotion is the natural culmination of a career of 
concentration on matters of high international 
finance. 

Robert V. Roosa, of Brown Bros. Haniman, 
himself once an Undersecretary for Monetary 
Affairs (and frequently considered for both the Fed 
and Treasury top roles) said recently. 

“Paul must be the only man in this country, with 
die kind of experience he has had for over 25 years 
in the Federal Reserve, the Treasury, and the com- 
mercial banking system. Remember, this experi- 


ence has been at the top level — and there’s nobody 
in the whole world of international finance that 
Volcker doesn't know." 

Volcker is nominally a Democrat. He served not 
only in the Nixon administration, but as an assistant 
treasury secretaiy in the Kennedy administration, 
"you could call him non-pofittaJ,” said former 
Treasury official Herman Ltebling. 

He tends to be conservative. Thus, in the past 
several months, in his role as a member and vice- 
chairman of the Federal Reserve Open Market 
Committee — the top policy group of the Fed — 
Volcker voted in a minority against Chairman G. 
William Miller. Volcker wanted a somewhat tighter 
monetary policy to slow down inflation and protect 
the dollar. . 

Volcker* s preoccupation with international 
monetary affairs and the recent record of his votes 
suggest that he may tip the Fed toward a slightly 
tougher monetary policy than Miller* s. Moreover, 
since Volcker himself is likely to be replaced as 
president of the New York Federal Reserve Bank 
with an equally conservative voice, who in turn will 
become a member and vice-chairman of the Open 
Market Committee, the entire group may have a 
slightly more restrictive stance. 

“He’s not doctrinaire," said a former colleague.’ . 
“Paul will do whatever is needed to do the job. But 
you can mark this down: Even in this recession. 
He’s not going to lose sight of the need to keep 
inflation from getting a new lease on life." 

The financial community expects Dot only a 
somewhat firmer line on monetary policy from Vol- 
cker than it had been getting from Miller, but a 
tigh ter- li p ped chairman, more in the tradition of 
the past. 

In the view of some. Miller talked too freely — on 
the record — about too many things, including 
some that were not strictly the preserve of the fed- 
eral reserve. . 

That* s likely to change. In his various Treasury 
positions, Volcker was co-operative in explaining 
terhnirwl issues at press conferences called for such 
purposes. But he was skeptical of the need to make 
further elaborations to newsmen or to deal in exten- 
sive “background” conferences. 

> To a reporter who happened to be at a small 
private dinner party with him just before be left the 
Treasury, Volcker said: “we put out all you fellows 
need to -know in press releases. Why don’t you just 
print them?"’

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Suddenly, in Managua, to be a reporter meant something

MANAGUA — 
In post-Soraoza Nicaragua, the magic word is 
“periodista,” Spanish for journalist. 

On the day that the Sandinista rebel army over- 
ran Managua and ended the two- month-old civfl 
war, Nicaraguans, crowded in trucks festooned with 
bunting in Sandinista black and red, hoisting rifles 
in the air, cheered whenever they spotted a car 
carrying the sign “periodista.” Since then, a jour- 
nalist, at any Sandinista roadblock, simply bias to 
say, as if it were a password, “periodista,” to obtain 
a deferential wave onward from a soldier. Impatient 
throngs, packed together in the heat at rallies, will 
suddenly part for any forward-moving periodista. 

This land of respect and adulation for die press is 
very rare, and may prove ephemeral here, but it has 
its logic in Nicaragua. Perhaps most important, the 
killings of two journalists may have played a part in 
the downfall of President Anastasio Somoza 
Debayle, who resigned July 17 and fled to Miami, 
and the Sandinistas have not forgotten. 

The first journalist victim was Pedro Joaquin 
Chamorro, owner of the anti- Somoza newspaper, 
La Prena. He was gunned down on Jan. 10, 1978. 
Many outsiders here think the act was too stupid to 
be the responsibility of Somoza himself, and that it 
probably was ordered by some misguided followers. 
The murder of Chamorro led to a general strike 
against Somoza and an irreparable breach between 
the president and the business community of 
Nicaragua. Chamorro’s widow, Violeta, is now a 
member of the Sandinista-appointed regime that 


governs Nicaragua. 

The second victim was an American, Bill Stewart 
of ABC News, executed at a checkpoint in Jung by a 
soldier of Somoza ’ s National Guard. The soldiers at 
the checkpoint evidently mistook Stewart’s young 
Nicaraguan interpreter for a Sandinista sym- 
pathizer, and decided to kill both without trying 
them, arresting them or even asking questions. The 
killing, captured on videotape by an ABC camera- 
man, shocked U.S. audiences and probably contri- 
buted to a swell of anti-Somoza feelings in America. 
The State Department, in fact, cited the videotape 
as evidence in its call on the Organization of Ameri- 
can States to condemn Somoza. The Sandinistas are 
very conscious of the role of Stewart’s death in the 
propaganda war against Somoza. 

- On top of tins, the Sandinistas probably feel that 
they received a sympathetic press doting their long 
struggle against Somoza. Many journalists, includ- 
ing Americans, took them, seriously while Somoza 
tried to dismiss them as dope-addicted Communist 
bandits. And the excesses of Somoza in trying to 
repress them were carefully chronicled by the inter- 
national press, to Somoza’ s disadvantage. 

During the week that Somoza fled and the San- 
dmistas won the war, the National Review magazine 
published a lengthy article by Norman L~ Wolfson, 
a former public-relations aide to Somoza, who 
accused the American press of an obvious bias 
against Somoza. 

But journalists have feelings and attitudes just 
tike anyone else, and it would not be surprising if a 
large number of them forecast Somoza’s demise, 
perhaps because of the death of Stewart, perhaps 


because it was so obvious that the end was near. 
Some Journalists did not seem to mind expressing 
their feelings and attitudes openly, even to aides erf 
Somoza. This does not mean that the bias necessar- 
ily showed in 'their stories. ■ 

Civil wars seem to breed terrifying acts of cruelty, 
which often are seized by propagandists in the bat- 
tle for international support But these acts cannot 
be ignored, no matter what die bias of the reporter. 
In the Spanish Chrfl War, a journalist did not have 
to be anti-Franco to report that Guernica had been 
bombed. In the Nigerian Civil War, a journalist did 
not have to be anti-federal government to report 
that Biafran babies were dying of malnutrition, and, 
in the Nicaraguan Civil War, a 'journalist did not 
have to be anti-Somoza to report that be was bomb- 
ing his own people. ’ • 

■ Toward the end, the Somoza regime and its 
short-lived successor made some half-hearted 
attempt to censor the news. Maxirafliano Kelly, the 
personal secretaiy of Somoza, announced a few 
days before the end that the National Guard had 
decreed that all news must be submitted to censors 
before being phoned to newspapers. If an objec- 
tionable story later appeared in a newspaper, Kelly 
said, and it was discovered that it had never been 
submitted to censorship, the writer would be expel- 
led from the country. 

Kelly was asked to detail what the censors would 
be after. He said, for example, that they would 
object to anyone calling the Nicaraguan Congress 
“a rubber-stamp oongress.” Asked if be could cite 
an incident when it had refused to pass abill submit- 
ted by Somoza, Kelly said, “ I don* t want to get into 


any arguments.’’ Asked if the censors would object 
to stories about reports of young Nicaraguans who 
were tied up, blindfolded, executed by the National 
Guard and then dumped by Lake Managua. Kelly 
said, “that would be okay.” 

A few hours before Somoza's successor. Dr. 
Francisco Urcuyo, fled Nicaragua, an official of the f 
Ministry of Information showed up at the Inter- 
Continental Hotel to announce that he was the new 
censor. He announced that only one international 
call could be made from the hotel at any one time, 
and that he would monitor it. But. with more than 
50 journalists at the hotel, clamoring for the tele- 
phones all at once, while othets punched away at a 
telex machine, the task soon became formidable. 
The censor stood up after 1 5 minutes, said he would 
return soon, and left for good. 

Morale was low for journalists during the 18 
hours between the moment that Urcuyo abandoned 
the capital and the Sandinistas finally occupied all 
of Managua. No one was in charge of die country. A 
strange anarchy ruled, with frightened and armed 
National Guardsmen wandering about, unsure of 
what to do next. After midnight, a German merce- 
nary of the National Guard, known only as Mike, 
robbed three journalists at gunpoint in their rooms 
at the Inter-Continental Hotel. He smashed one on 
the head with his gun. 

There was an obvious sense of relief when the 
“enemy’’ finally arrived in the capital, occupied the 
city with efficiency and calm, moved into the old 
bunker headquarters of Somoza, strolled through 
the lobby of the nearby hotel and began treating 
journalists with respect. — (LAT) 


The joy of fighting and dying for $6,50 a month

SAHEL, Eritrea 
Fourteen soldiers of the Ethiopian army sat in a 
semicircle on the sandy river bank facing the guer- 
rilla fighter of the Eritrean People’s Liberation 
Front (EPLF). Two others lay shivering with 
malaria under a nearby tree. 

“I hate fighting,” said one 24-year-old member 
of Ethiopia's peasant militia.” I said to myself, 1 let it 
be,' when chance came, I left the frontline.*’ 

The 16 men were deserters from the army who 
had left their posts in the embattled Red Sea territ- 
ory of Eritrea within the past three weeks. 

Promised safe conduct to neighboring Sudan by 
the Eritrean guerrillas, they spoke ruefully of the 
costly victories won by the Russian-backed Ethio- 
pian forces late last year. And they described a 
military stalemate since then which has left the rank 
and file of the army frightened and demoralized. 


They said they were conscripted into the militia 
through local peasant associations and sent here to 
fight for 20 Ethiopian birrs ($13) a month. Half of 
this, they said was taken from them as a compulsory 
contribution to the “call of the motherland.” 

They came from all over Ethiopia and have been 
at the frontline for the past 13 months, since the 
opening of the government's all-out campaign to 
regain control of Eritrea, a strategic coastal territ- 
ory which has been fighting for independence for 1 8 
years. 

The men calmly described spectacular and some- 
times tragic military exchanges in which hundreds 
and occasionally thousands of their countrymen 
were killed by the elusive guerrillas. 

A 19-year-old peasant from Tigray province told 
of his experience in the battle of Elabared last 
November when his 400 man unit met a force of the 
EPLF. 

Groups of herdsmen appeared on both flanks and 


soon the Ethiopians were surrounded, according to 
his account. Abruptly, die shepherds took out guns 
to join the battle and within two horns, only 140 of 
his countrymen remained alive, he said. 

Another 30-year-old peasant from Wotlega 
recounted the virtual annihilation of the 508thTask 
Force (10,000 men in five brigades) infighting five 
months ago near the EPLF-heid town of Nakfa 
where another campaign is under way today. 

life said he watched a 500 man force of the elite 
Flame Brigade and a 500 man battalion of the peas- 
ant militia enter the battle. Only 80 of the 
mBiduaen and 14 of the regular soldiers returned, 
he said. 

The Ethiopian soldiers predictably complained 
about their treatment by the Ethiopian government 
and praised the EPLF, but the specific content of 
their statements appeared to bear out their charges. 

They spoke of seeing many of their fellow sol- 
diers suffering bleeding from diarrhea for which

In the fast spring tides later this month 

Saudi Arabia’s Channel race will test the most hardy

The Saudi- sponsored Fifth 
International Channel Race has 
drawn a list of 18 top long- 
distance swimmers from ail over 
the world and is expected to prove 
a tough battle. 

Aiawi Me kid 23, from Saudi 
Arabia, who won last year, will 
have to fight bard to keep the title. 

The swimmers will strike out 
from Shake peare’s Beach, Dover, 
on the 21 mile ran to Cap Gris 
Nez, any time from Aug. 23 
weather permitting. 

But while the organizers have 
only invited fast swimmers who 
are expected to finish, they will all 
face a particularly severe test, 
even by the English Channel's 
notoriously rigorous standards. 

The race will be held during the 
fast spring tides instead of the 
slower neap tides which only occur 
for four days in every fortnight. 


The organizers were unable- to* 
obtain tire necessary pilot boats 
during the neap tides this year as 
they have all been booked in a 
flood of over 60 aspirant Channel 
swimmers. - 

The spring tides vary as ranch as 
23 feet between high and low 
water, six feet mote than the neap 
tides. And while the neap tides 
move up coast at around lVa 
knots, the spring tides sweep the 
swimmers at a daunting 3% knots. 

“The swimmers do a sort of 
zig-zag across the channel,'' said 
-.Ray Scott from the Channel 
Swimming Association which 
oversees all channel swims and is 
helping the Saudi Swimming Fed- 
eration to organize the race. 

But despite the tides and pro- 
viding tire winds drop, the race will 
be on- Apart from Mekki, whose 
Saudi team-mate Said Faker, 18, 
is also racing after a third-place 
performance last year, the top 
contenders from the 17-country.

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Kuwaiti insurers reject

Kuwaiti insurance companies have 
rejected a decision by Lloyds, the 
London underwriters, to increase 
insurance costs on vessels operat- 
ing in the Gulf, Company officials 
said Wednesday.

Mopeds join energy scramble

A mopedaler is 16 times more 
likely to be involved in an injury 
accident than an automobile 
driver, according to a 1974 Lon- 
don study. Comparable ratios for 
motorcyclists were 26 and for cyc- 
lists 12. 

Injuries, however, to mopedal- 
ers may not be quite as severe as 
those to motorcyclists, says Lewis

Economists watch inventories 
carefully to chart the direction and 
depth of a recession. When inven- 
tories accumulate too rapidly, 
businesses are compelled to cancel 
and delay orders. Manufacturers, in 
hint, cut back production and 
often lay off workers. 

Tim last recession in 1973-74 
was made much worse, many 
economists argue, because inven- 
tories grew too rapidly. 

"Even after the economy 


turned weak in 1973, inventories 
continued to accumulate through 
the third quarter of 1973," said 
Jeffrey Green, an economist for 
Wharton Econometrics Forecast- 
ing Associates of Philadelphia.

Freak storm decimates yacht race 



PLYMOUTH, England Aug. 
15 (AP) — Winds nearing hur- 
ricane force slashed through a 
' fleet or more than 300 sleek racing 
yachts off the southwest coast of 
England Tuesday, leaving at least 
30 vessels sunk or abandoned and 
13 persons dead. About 200 
yachtsmen were listed as missing 
on board 82 of the boats. 

The Royal Ocean Racing Club, 
trying to gather information on 
the biggest disaster in the history 
of international yacht racing, said 
that of the 306 boats involved, 93 
were accounted for a safe in Irish 
or English ports, or under assis- 
tance at sea. It said 114 sailors, 
including former British Prime 
Minister Edward Heath, had been 
rescued by ships and helicopters 
from Britain, France and the' 
Netherlands. 

The Tenacious, skippered by 
Ted Turner, owner of the Atlanta 
Braves American baseball team, 
also was safe, according to the rac- 
ing club. Turner won the 
America's Cup in 1978. 

Earlier, rescue officials said 17 
people were feared drowned. 
They added Wednesday that the 
death toll could rise but they 
believed most of the yachts and 
crews unaccounted for were in fact 
safe.

Rhodesia accepts talks invitation 


SALISBURY, Aug. 15 (R) — 
The Zimbabwe Rhodesian gov- 
ernment announced Wednesday it 
had accepted Brtain’s. invitation 
to attend an all-parties peace con- 
ference in London on September* 
10 . 

A government spokesman said 
a special cabinet session had 
“decided to accept the invitation 
which the British government has 
extended to the prime minister to 
attend a constitutional conference 
in Loudon on' September 10." 

The spokesman said the delega- 
tion would represent the govern- 
ment of national unity rather than 
individual parties in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

He said the govern raent 
accepted the British invitation on 
the basis that there were no pre- 
conditions for the London meet- 
ing. 

The spokesman said in accept- 
ing the invitation “It was emphas- 
ized that the government holds 
office by virtue of the recent elec- 
tions held in Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
on the basis of universal adult suf- 
frage at which over 64 per cent of 


the electorate voted.” 

“All responsible observers 
including those from (Britain's) 
Conservative Party saw the elec- 
tions as being free and fair. Con- 
sequently the government repres- 
ents the country and the delega- 
tion will therefore represent all 
sides from the government of 
national unity," the spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman did not say 
whether the delegation would 
include former prime minister Ian 
Smith. 

Britain's invitation to the Zim- 
babwe Rhodesian government 
and the Patriotic Front guerrillas it 
is fighting limits the size of the 
delegations they send to the con- 
ference to 12 members each. 

The British _ government had 
scheduled the talks for September 
10 and has invited Muzorewa and 
guerrilla leaders Joshua Nkomo 
and Robert Mugabe. 

Chris Sakalk, a spokesman for 
Muzorewas UNAC Party 
said his party wel- 
comed the conference if it could 


improve his country’s constitu- 
tion, which has been criticized 
aboard as leaving too great a share 
of power in the hands of the white 
minority. 

But Sakai said his party was 
against the second stage of the 
British plan for fresh elections. 
Tbrs was “an insult to our people,” 
he said. 

Last Aprils first universal suf- 
frage election, ending nearly 90 
years of white domination, 
brought in a government of 
national unity headed by Black 
Premier Muzorewa. But five out 
of the 19 cabinet posts were 
reserved for whites.

Ire- 
land, Italy, Japan, Poland, Singa- 
pore, Spain, Sweden and Switzer- 
land. 

Expensive yachts crewed by 
some of die best sailors in the bus- 
iness were 1 dismasted and over- 
turned.

Royal Navy helicopters, 
lifeboats, tugs and warships pulled 
at least 125 sailors to safety and 
recovered 10 bodies Tuesday and 
3 more Wednesday.

In 1964 Lyndon Johnson, fought Barry Goldwater for the presi- 
dency of the United States. Johnson, a Southerner and a Texan, 
fought under Kennedy's moderate or liberal banner, having inher- 
ited Kennedy's presidency after the latter's assasination. Goldwater 
fought as the candidate of the right, resolved to crush the communists 
in Vietnam once in power. 

When Johnson was elected he proceeded on Vietnam m a way 
which Goldwater could not but have envied. This reversal of roles 
was represented in a political cartoon of the time, which 1 still 
remember. It showed Johnson in the act of sending off troops and 
planes to Vietnam, with Goldwater in the background saying that this 
is exactly what he would have done, except that the pleasure was 
somehow not the same. 

Politicians’ ability to change positions, or swing between them like 
the pendulum of a clock, is by now proverbial. Lies have become the 
very stuff of politics. One could ask. for example, if Lebanon today is 
anything like the Lebanon promised by the parliamentary candidates 
of its last elections. The answer is obvious enough tef make the 
question redundant. 

It is also certain that the lies of politics cover all countries — it is a 
. case common as measles. In Britain, for instance, the Conservatives 
when in power supported the Common Market while Labor opposed 
it. Then Labor came to power — and guess what? An enthusiastically 
pro- Market Labor government found itself faced with “reserva- 
tions” from a Conservative opposition. Then the Conservatives 
returned and drove the country into the Market to a huge Labor 
outcry; Labor having shed its pro- Market position at the moment it 
lost the elections. Then Harold Wilson led Labor back into power in 
1974, when once more the party supported the Market. 

Yet in Britain at least there is a difference between the Conserva- 
tives (the gents) and Labor ( the workers.) But parties like the Repub- 
licans and the Democrats in the U.S. Soda] Democrats and Christian 
Democrats in West Germany, or the parties vying for power in the 
Benelux countries, Scandanavia and Canada, are all so look-alike 
that a microscope is needed to discern their differences. Administra- 
tions come and go with going on the same. 

In poorer countries where military takeovers are the only available 
means for a change in administration, this “sameness" has a tragic 
form. There it is a matter of the right killing the left or the left killing 
the right. In both the cases it is the people who get killed, only each 
time under a different name. History is more than generous with 
examples.

Reddy warns of Indian national crisis 


NEW DELHI, Aug. 15 (Agen- 
cies) — President NeeJp Sanjtva 
Reddy has said India is in a state of 
crisis and called for a national 
reconciliation.
